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1 5 -YEAR AGREEMENT 

Attorney Updates 
City Council On 
Cable, Housing

City Attorney Ben Leonard 
updated the Dawson Springs City 
Council on two ongoing situations 
at Monday night’s meeting. Ac¬ 
cording to Leonard, he recently re¬ 
ceived a proposed cable franchise 
agreement which includes a clause 
permitting local programming. 
However, he feels there is still 
work to be done. 

The proposal is for a 15-year 
agreement, and Leonard believes 
other parts of the contract should be 
negotiated before the city accepts. 
Although local programming has 
been a priority, he has received in¬ 
quiries about improving equipment 
and regular programming. The lo¬ 
cal programming option will also 
require the purchase of equipment 
by the city, and the cost factor of 
this should be researched. 

“If we’re looking at a 15-year 
contract, we need to look at these 
things,” Leonard said. 

For the past few months, the 
council has been discussing the 
dilapidated housing situation in 
Dawson Springs. An option Leon¬ 
ard has explained at previous meet¬ 
ings is the formation of a code 
enforcement board to deal with di¬ 
lapidated housing. This saves cities 
time and money in dealing with the 
situation. 

“While this is not perfect, it 
is the best option under the law,” 
Leonard said. 

A committee consisting of 


Leonard, Mayor Jenny Sewell and 
councilwoman Rhonda Mills has 
been meeting to review the current 
ordinances and determine what 
amendments should be made. A 
proposed ordinance could be ready 
for a first reading and discussion at 
the June meeting, Leonard said. 

The council approved a resolu¬ 
tion to accept municipal road aid 
in the amount of $38,811. This is 
approximately $2,000 more than 
the city received last year for the 
maintenance of city streets. 

In the mayor’s supplement, 
Sewell noted that city street depart¬ 
ment employee Tony May, who 
died May 13, will be sorely missed. 
She also commented on his work in 
assisting with preparations for the 
Trail Town announcement May 9. 

The celebration and activities 
surrounding first lady Jane Bes- 
hear’s announcement designating 
Dawson Springs the first Kentucky 
Trail Town community were a 
great success, Sewell said. She ex¬ 
pressed her gratitude for all those 
who helped in any way as well as 
for the outpouring of hospitality 
from local residents. 

Two events held Saturday were 
also very successful. More than 
200 participated in the annual Take 
Kids Fishing Day. Rock the Park, 
which took place later on Saturday, 
raised several hundred dollars for 
DAPS. 

Sewell said work will begin

AFTER MEETING IN CLOSER SESSION 


Board Gives Proffitt ‘Developing’ Evaluation

At Monday’s board of edu¬ 
cation meeting, Superintendent 
Charles Proffitt received his first 
evaluation since taking over as 
head of the Dawson Springs Inde¬ 
pendent School District. Following 
an executive session, he was given 
the classification “developing” by 
board members. Based on the new 
state evaluation system, this means 
the superintendent has an authentic 
skill level and a desire to improve. 

Business teacher Sasha Fight 
gave a presentation about the dis¬ 
trict Web site. The high school site 


has been updated, and improve¬ 
ments will be made to the elemen¬ 
tary site soon. 

“We’re really pleased with what 
we’re doing with the Web site,” 
Fight said. 

The board approved the tenta¬ 
tive budget for 2013-2014 which, 
according to treasurer Jenny 
Bruce, is “mostly salaries and ne¬ 
cessities.” Bruce said the tentative 
budget includes 5 percent less than 
the SEEK allocation because of an¬ 
ticipated cuts. 

The monthly treasurer’s re¬ 
port showed a balance of 
$1,512,426.95 at the end of April. 


The general fund balance is $54, 
552.57 less than one year ago. 

The board approved continuing 
to do business with U.S. Bank and 
with Life Touch photos for year¬ 
book pictures but voted to change 
the audit firm for the first time in a 
number of years. 

The quote from the district’s 
current audit firm was $16,000, 
which Proffitt said was non-nego- 
tiable. The firm of Kem Duguid 
and Associates in Hopkinsville 
does the audits for the school sys¬ 
tems in Trigg and Lyon counties. 
The board voted to hire Kem Du¬ 
guid and Associates to do the audit 


at a cost of $12,000. 

“It’s not because we have any 
problem with our current firm, but 
it is a savings of $4,000,” Proffitt 
said. 

In another cost-saving measure, 
the board chose to make a change 
in the workers compensation insur¬ 
ance company. All the district’s 
insurance is currently with Ohio 
Casualty with Higgins Insurance 
of Hopkinsville as the carrier. By 
moving workers compensation 
insurance from Ohio Casualty to 
KEMI, still with Higgins, the dis¬ 
trict will realize a savings of sev¬ 
eral thousand dollars. 


Kevin Stockman, junior-senior 
high principal, spoke about the 
code of acceptable behavior which 
the board approved. Stockman said 
the code, developed by a 14-mem¬ 
ber committee, consists of 34 rules 
in a different format than in the 
past. 

“It gives a greater depth of un¬ 
derstanding for the parent,” Proffitt 
said. 

In the personnel report, Prof¬ 
fitt announced the resignations of 
Amanda Scott as girls cross coun¬ 
try coach and Ashli Lanham as 
special education teacher and mid¬ 
dle school girls basketball coach. 


City Pool Open 

The city pool opened last week¬ 
end, and pool passes are avail¬ 
able for purchase at the municipal 
building. 

The cost of a single pass is 
$60. A family pass for a family of 
four under the same roof is $160. 
Additional members of the same 
household can be added for $25 
each. Passes are nonrefundable and 
must be purchased at the municipal 
building Monday through Friday 
between 8 a.m. and 4 p.m. 

Pool hours are 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
Monday through Saturday and 1 to 
5 p.m. Sunday. Evening hours are 
5 to 7 p.m. Tuesday and Thursday. 
On other nights, the pool is avail¬ 
able for private parties.

Give Pause For 
Heroes Monday 


School’s out, the swim¬ 
ming pool is open and Mon¬ 
day is Memorial Day — it 
can only mean one thing 

— summer has arrived. But 
don’t trust what is on a cal¬ 
endar; you will miss 1/3 of 
the summer before you think 
it’s here. 

Those three events, 
school not in session, open¬ 
ing of swimming pools and 
Memorial Day weekend, all 
mean more than just the be¬ 
ginning of summer. 

We can all remember 
when we were kids how 
wonderful that last day of 
school before summer vaca¬ 
tion was. 

We remember the be¬ 
ginning of the swimming 
season and how we would 
waste away the days around 
the pool or lake. 

But Memorial Day 
hits us all different¬ 
ly. For veterans 
and those who 
served with 
fellow soldiers 
who gave the 
ultimate sacri¬ 
fice, the day’s 
meaning is 
much deeper than 
for those of us who 
have never put on a 
uniform. 

For those of 
us who have 
lost family 
members or 
friends to the 
tragedies of 
war, this day 
brings back the 
memories of those 
special people. 

Most of us never served 
in our country’s armed 
forces. We don’t have the 
personal accounts of how 
terrible war is. Most of us 
have only experienced war 
through a camera’s lens. 

None of my friends or 
family members ever went 
to war and didn’t return. I 
would say that’s the case 
for most of us now. We just 
don’t know anyone person¬ 
ally who died in the fight 
for the freedoms we hold so 
dear. 

However, that changed 
for me Sept. 9, 2010. There 
is one person whom I knew 

— even if it was as an ac¬ 
quaintance for only one day 

— who gave the ultimate 
sacrifice. 

You may remember read¬ 
ing about 1st Lt. Todd Weav¬ 
er in an About Town column 
written almost 3 years ago, 
in Sept. 2010. 

My son Robert bought 
a truck from him (which 
he still drives) before Lt. 
Weaver was to be deployed 
to Afghanistan. Robert asked 
if Beth and I wanted to come 
to Clarksville to test drive 
the truck, and we did. We 
met Lt. Weaver, his wife and 
his little girl. 

He was killed just a few 
months later by a roadside 
bomb in Afghanistan. 

As Paul Harvey would 
have said, “And now, the rest 
of the story.” 

Memorial Day will hold 
a new meaning for me this 
year. 

Several weeks ago Beth 
was listening to country mu¬ 
sic on the radio when a song 
came on entitled “I Drive 
Your Truck.” The song is 
about a brother who now 




drives his brother’s truck — 
after he was killed in action. 

The song made Beth think 
of Robert’s Truck — and of 
1st Lt. Todd Weaver. She 
called Robert to ask if he had 
heard the song. His answer 
was that he indeed had heard 
it and it made him think of 
Lt. Weaver. But Robert also 
told his mom that Jeanne 
Weaver, Todd Weaver’s 
mother, has a Web site with 
lots of information about her 
son and his family. 

When Beth told me about 
all this, I had to visit Mrs. 
Weaver’s Web site. 

I was so moved while try¬ 
ing to read the eulogies from 
Todd’s siblings I could hard¬ 
ly read them for the tears. 

After looking over the 
pages for a couple of days I 
found Mrs. Weaver’s e-mail 
address and felt as if I 
needed to contact 
her. 

I wrote her 
a short e-mail. 
I told her 
about my son 
and how he 
is driving her 
son’s old truck. 
I told her about 
meeting her son. I 
told her that I thought 
he was a hero and 
how much I ap¬ 
preciated his 

service. 

I also at¬ 
tached that 

About Town 
column I wrote 
almost three years 
ago. 

She and I have been 
in contact now several times, 
as have her husband, Donn, 
and I. 

Monday, Beth and I re¬ 
ceived a package from Donn 
and Jeanne Weaver. They 
sent us three commemora¬ 
tive coins they had designed 
and made for Todd. One or 
two of these coins will be 
placed in Robert and Todd’s 
truck. 

Hopefully sometime this 
summer the Weavers will be 
guests at a ceremony hon¬ 
oring Todd’s unit at Fort 
Campbell. Beth and I hope 
we can attend and meet the 
Weavers. 

This Memorial Day will 
be different for me. 

Here are some thoughts to 
ponder... 

• I planted some bird seed. 
A bird came up. Now I don’t 
know what to feed it. 

• I went to San Francisco. 
I found someone’s heart. 
Now what? 

• My mind is out wander¬ 
ing. I’m just not sure where 
it is. 

• Protons have mass? I 
didn’t even know they were 
Catholic. 

• All I ask is a chance to 
prove that money can’t make 
me happy.

Change Is Great

“Today we change the 
course of Kentucky’s his¬ 
tory.” 

It is not often that a pub¬ 
lic official can say such a 
thing with a large measure 
of credibility, but Gov. Steve 
Beshear legitimately raised 
that hope Thursday, as he 
announced that he would ex¬ 
pand Kentucky’s Medicaid 
program under federal health 
reform. 

If Beshear’s vision is ful¬ 
filled, Kentucky will no lon¬ 
ger have one of the unhealth- 
iest populations of any state, 
a change that will make it 
more attractive to employ¬ 
ers, and any Kentuckian who 
wants health insurance will 
be able to get it. 

It is in large measure the 
realization, in the state where 
all President Harry Truman’s 
grandparents were born, of 
his 68-year-old dream of 
national health insurance. 
The statue of Truman’s vice 
president, Alben Barkley of 
Paducah, seemed to shine a 
little more brightly than usu¬ 
al in the Capitol rotunda as 
the press-conference crowd 
dispersed. 

But this is a project with 
many moving parts - bil¬ 
lions of dollars, thousands of 
health-care providers, hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of Medic¬ 
aid beneficiaries, and scores 
of political and bureaucratic 
decisions - and much could 
go wrong. 

Skeptics point to the 
problems with the man¬ 
aged-care Medicaid system 
that Beshear implemented 
too hurriedly, apparently to 
avoid complicating his No¬ 
vember 2011 re-election, 
and argue that the program 
needs fixing before adding 
300,000 new enrollees to the 
825,000 already on the rolls. 
Beshear says he’s tackling 
the problems, the program 
is “working pretty well” and 
the managed-care companies 
can handle the influx. 

The skeptics also ques¬ 
tion whether the state can 
afford the match for the fed¬ 
eral funds. “Broad and vague 


anxieties,” Beshear called 
them, and he came armed 
with two studies conclud¬ 
ing that expansion would 
actually gain the state mon¬ 
ey - mainly because of the 
billions it will send to the 
state’s health-care providers, 
creating more jobs, but also 
because many of the 300,000 
or so newly eligible people 
are not expected to enroll, 
based on a Price Waterhouse 
Coopers study drawing on 
research by the Congressio¬ 
nal Budget Office. 

Preliminary estimates 
were that expansion would 
add 400,000 Kentuckians to 
the Medicaid rolls. However, 
the study estimated that only 
308,000 will become eligible 
and that only 188,000 will 
enroll, thus costing the state 
much less than some expect¬ 
ed when it has to match fed¬ 
eral funds beginning in Janu¬ 
ary 2017. The initial match 
will be 5 percent, rising to 
10 percent in 2020. The es¬ 
timated cost for the newly 
eligible in fiscal 2020-21 is 
$151 million, in a state bud¬ 
get that is likely to exceed 
$10 billion. (The state’s cur¬ 
rent share of Medicaid costs, 
29.5 percent, is about $1.5 
billion a year.) 

Those are just estimates. 
“I believe reality will dwarf 
those numbers on the spend¬ 
ing side,” Tea Party activist 
David Adams, who says he 
plans to challenge the plan 
in court, told reporters. But 
for the time being at least, 
Beshear has the numbers on 
his side, and he said they are 
“very conservative.” 

The governor said oppo¬ 
nents of the plan “fall back 
on national politics” and say 
expansion means that Ken¬ 
tucky, a state that President 
Obama lost big both times, 
will be “supporting Obam- 
acare. To them I say, ‘Get 
over it.’ . . . I’m going to do 
what’s best for Kentucky’s 
people, period.” Asked why 
so many governors have re¬ 
jected expansion, he said it 
was mostly “partisan poli¬ 
tics.” 

Conservative columnist 
John David Dyche cites an

Expanding 
Medicaid Is Wise 


Kentucky can’t waste any 
chance to improve the health 
of its people. Women 75 and 
younger in much of Ken¬ 
tucky are living shorter lives 
than in the past. 

Rural women in other 
states are experiencing simi¬ 
lar shortened life spans, 
according to University 
of Wisconsin researchers, 
though the decline is es¬ 
pecially pronounced here. 
How could this happen in 
the world’s richest country 
where per capita spending on 
health care exceeds all others 
by far? 

We could trot out other 
depressing indicators — 
from frequency of diabetes 
to tooth decay — to explain 
why Gov. Steve Beshear 
made the right choice — the 
only choice, really — by ex¬ 
panding Medicaid. 

An additional 300,000 
Kentuckians will become 
eligible for free health care. 

Another roughly 300,000 
uninsured Kentuckians with 
higher incomes will be eligi¬ 
ble to buy subsidized health 
insurance on an exchange 
that opens Jan. 1. 

Insurers will no longer 
be able to reject people with 
pre-existing conditions and 
will cover comprehensive 
preventive care. 

In a godsend to places 
and people ravaged by ad¬ 
diction, Kentucky will have 
more mental-health and sub- 
stance-abuse treatment. 

Beshear’s economic anal¬ 
ysis shows that though state 


government will have to pay 
10 percent of the cost by 
2020, the Medicaid expan¬ 
sion will pump $15.6 billion 
into the state’s economy by 
then, add 17,000 jobs and 
end up putting more tax rev¬ 
enue into state coffers than it 
takes out. (If the predictions 
don’t pan out, the expansion 
can be scaled back or ended.) 

All this is made possible 
by the Affordable Care Act, 
the reform that Republicans 
dubbed Obamacare and that 
they love to hate. 

By next year, for the 
first time, all Kentuckians 
could have access to afford¬ 
able health care. No wonder 
Beshear choked up making 
the announcement. 

But here’s something that 
should be even more mov¬ 
ing: Universal access won’t 
make a significant difference 
in Kentuckians’ health un¬ 
less health care changes. 

Some good ideas are 
swirling around, but they 
won’t take shape with¬ 
out strong leadership from 
the state, and that means 
Beshear. 

Much of Kentucky al¬ 
ready suffers from shortages 
of primary care. Preparing 
a medical home for every 
Kentuckian will take hard 
work, from the loftiest medi¬ 
cal faculty to the community 
and technical colleges, in or¬ 
der to create the capacity and 
work force to meet the new 
demand.

The whole system must 
become more efficient and 
quality conscious. 

Small hospitals must 
change, says rural health 
expert Dr. Wayne Myers, 
from sick houses to centers 
of health. 

More prosaically, Beshear 
must fix his managed care 
Medicaid. The administra¬ 
tion seems to be making 
quick headway on the prom¬ 
ises Beshear made when he 
vetoed a bill that would have 
clamped down on the private 
contractors. 

But if privatized Medic¬ 
aid still has weak provider 
networks and persistent pay¬ 


ment delays when 300,000 
new patients come on board 
next year, it will be a disas¬ 
ter. 

One thing is certain: The 
profit-driven companies 
that are managing Medicaid 
can’t and won’t provide the 
leadership demanded by this 
potentially transformational 
moment. 

Republicans in Congress 
and the legislature will keep 
sniping and threatening to 
withhold funding. They also 
should think of their con¬ 
stituents, Kentuckians who 
are suffering more and dy¬ 
ing sooner than they should 
have to.

Oregon study saying Med¬ 
icaid is ineffective, but a 
Harvard School of Public 
Health study in three other 
states showed that expansion 
of Medicaid improves health 
and saves lives. 

Beshear said the expan¬ 
sion, along with health insur¬ 
ance and subsidies available 
through a state-run exchange 
that is also part of health re¬ 
form, would give the state a 
healthier workforce because 
studies show that people 
with health insurance are less 
likely to skip exams and let 
health conditions worsen and 
become costlier and more 
difficult to treat. “The lack of 
early care is one reason that 
Kentucky’s health picture is 
so horrendous,” he said. 

Kentucky ’ s workforce 
is one of the nation’s least 
healthy, and the state has a 
disproportionate number of 
working-age people who are 
not in the workforce because 
of health problems. The state 
ranks first in smoking, can¬ 
cer deaths and preventable 
hospitalizations; second in 
heart disease and poor physi¬ 
cal-health days; third in heart 
attacks and poor mental- 
health days; and in the top 
10 in diabetes, cholesterol 
and sedentary lifestyles. 
That hurts the state’s im¬ 
age as well as its economy, 
Beshear said. “There will be 
a huge economic effect for a 
healthier Kentucky.” 

He said most of the newly 
eligible people are not “free¬ 
loaders asking for a handout,” 
but people who are working at 
jobs without health insurance. 


He said another 332,000 Ken¬ 
tuckians will get insurance 
through the state exchange, 
276,000 of them with subsi¬ 
dies available to people with 
incomes up to 400 percent 
of the poverty level. Without 
Medicaid expansion, he said, 
206,000 would not be eligible 
for Medicaid or a subsidy, 
and “We cannot leave those 
people stranded.” 

The health-reform law 
tried to force states into ex¬ 
panding Medicaid, but the 
U.S. Supreme Court ruled 
that the states should make the 
choice without fear of finan¬ 
cial penalties. The law calls 
for expansion to cover people 
under 65 in households up to 
138 percent of the federal pov¬ 
erty level - currently $15,856 
for an individual or $32,499 
for a family of four. 

Republicans can do little 
to stop the expansion. They 
control the state Senate, but 
Medicaid eligibility and ben¬ 
efit decisions belong to the 
executive branch, and even 
if a bipartisan legislative 
committee were to block the 
implementing regulations, 
Beshear could override it. 

Or perhaps we should 
say he would override it. 
Emotional at times, Beshear 
called the move “the single 
most important decision of 
our lifetime for improving 
the health of Kentuckians” 
but said it was easy to make. 
As a governor who has 
failed to win his main cam¬ 
paign promise, expanded 
gambling, and has had rela¬ 
tively little money to spend 
because of the Great Reces¬ 
sion, this is likely to be his 
largest legacy.

Anglers Can Reap Many Rewards At Kentucky River 


By Lee McClellan 

It flows through the heart of Kentucky for some 255 miles 
from the confluence of the North and South forks at 
Beattyville to the Ohio River at Carrollton. 

The Kentucky River is a scenic waterway with numerous 
quiet backwaters and tree-shaded tributary streams. For the 
enterprising angler who is willing to spend some time look¬ 
ing at maps and driving back roads, the search for places to 
launch a fishing kayak or bass boat will reap many rewards. 

“The Kentucky River offers a variety of fishing opportu¬ 
nities, said Jeff Crosby, central district fisheries biologist for 
the Kentucky Department of Fish and Wildlife Resources. 
“The more I work on the river, the more impressed I am with 
it.” 

Improving water quality, inherent fertility and annual 
stockings of sport fish by Kentucky Fish and Wildlife are 
three reasons why the Kentucky River produces quality fish 
populations. A good source of information on Kentucky 
River fishing is the 2013 Fishing Forecast. To view it online, 
go to fw.ky.gov and click on Fishing & Boating, then 2013 
Fishing Forecast. 

The fish species found in the river include: bluegill, chan¬ 
nel catfish, blue catfish, flathead catfish, crappie, hybrid 
striped bass, white bass, walleye, sauger, largemouth, small- 
mouth and spotted bass, and muskellunge. 

It’s not a stretch to say that the Kentucky River is over¬ 
looked and underutilized by anglers. This is probably 
because of limited access and the inability to motor through 
most of its 14 locks. “Access is a lot better than it used to 
be,” said Crosby. “But, in some pools, there’s only one place 
to launch, and anglers have to motor some distance to get to a 
tailwater.” 

The Kentucky River Authority will operate Lock 3 and 
Lock 4 on weekends and holidays for anglers and recreation¬ 
al boaters this year from May 24 through Oct. 27. For hours

of operation, log on to the finance.ky.gov webpage and 
search the “Kentucky River Authority” website. 

In part because of the access issue, fishing pressure on the 
Kentucky River is a lot lower than other Kentucky waters. 
Also, rock cliffs in the upper stretches of the river, and high, 


dirt banks in the lower pools, are limiting factors to access 
for fishing from the banks. 

To find a list of fishing and boating access sites on the 
Kentucky River, visit the Kentucky Fish and Wildlife website 
at fw.ky.gov. Click on the Fishing & Boating tab, then Find a 
Place to Fish and follow the link. 

Fish populations in the Kentucky River are influenced a 
great deal by environmental factors and water conditions that 
can mimic both a lake and a river. 

“In drought years, during low flow, the shad spawn is 
good, and there’s plenty of food for the game fish species,” 
said Crosby. “But in the years when there’s high water in the 
spring and it acts more like a river, the standing water species 
like largemouth bass, crappie and bluegill aren’t as successful 
at spawning.” 

The dramatic fluctuations in the river’s level can have 
some beneficial impacts as well. For example, the 1997 flood 
created sand bars, cut ditches and deposited a lot of wood in 
shallow water, creating structure used by a wide variety of 
fish species. 

Some of the best fishing is when the current slows and the 
river becomes a series of lake-like pools. “The muskie fish¬ 
ing is really good right now,” said Crosby. “We’ve been able 
to stock a few surplus fish in each pool of the lower river and 
we’re seeing good results. There’s some quality fish to be 
caught.” 

Get out this summer and enjoy the overlooked jewel right 
in the backyard of many Kentucky residents. 

The current license year expired Feb. 28, 2013. You’ll 
need to buy a new fishing license, available in the sporting 
goods section of department stores and tackle shops. 
Licenses and permits may also be purchased online from the 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife homepage at fw.ky.gov or by 
calling 1-877-598-2401. The entire Spring Fishing Frenzy 
series will be posted at this same website for future access to 
these articles. 


Senate passes bill protecting fishing areas 


The U.S. Senate has passed a bill which contains Sen. 
Mitch McConnell’s measure protecting access to critical 
Kentucky fishing waters, according to a news release from 
the Kentucky senator’s Washington office. 

McConnell’s legislation prevents a move by federal offi¬ 
cials to barricade portions of the Cumberland River near the 
Barkley and Wolf Creek Dams. The federal barricades would 
negatively impact local Kentucky communities that rely 
heavily on fishing and tourism business. McConnell’s bill 
was included within the Water Resources Development Act 
(WRDA), which passed the Senate on Wednesday. 

The measure stops the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers from 
installing physical barriers that would block fishing access to 
the tail waters of these dams, limits the Army Corps’ ability to 
designate “restricted areas” to times when operation conditions 
create hazardous waters — rather than 24 hours a day — and 


gives states the right to enforce public access to these areas. 

“Many Kentuckians are struggling in this economy and 
the last thing they need is the nanny state shutting down a 
critical local resource. Many in our state have depended on 
these waters for years and it’s outrageous for the federal gov¬ 
ernment to make such a decision with complete disregard for 
the people affected most directly by the policy. Blocking 
fishing access to the tailwaters of Lake Barkley and Wolf 
Creek will not only rob fishermen of a beloved pastime, it 
will also impair tourism in the area and negatively affect the 
Kentucky economy,” McConnell said in the news release. 

Last month, McConnell met with local elected officials, 
anglers and local residents at Lake Barkley to hear firsthand 
their concerns regarding the Army Corps’ plan and was told 
that the proposal would have a major impact on the commu¬ 
nities near the Barkley and Wolf Creek Dams.

Handgrabbing Season Under Way; 
Catch Fish By Only Using Your Hands 

A tradition unlike any other began this month in 
Mississippi. Grabbling, handgrabbing, handfishing, or 
noodling, whatever you call it, catching catfish with your 
hands is a popular way of fishing for a lot of Mississippians. 
The season opened May 1 and runs through July 15. 

Handgrabbers catch channel, blue, and flathead catfish 
depending on which one is spawning at the time. “People 
wade around looking for cavities where catfish nest. These 
can be natural, such as hollow logs and holes in a stream 
or lake bank, or artificial wooden structures.” said MDWFP 
Fisheries Biologist and avid handgrabber John Skains. 
“When you reach into a log, the catfish attacks, and you grab 
it and just hang on.” 

Anglers must have a valid sport fishing license to grabble 
for catfish. AFish can only be taken using hands or by use of 
a rope or stringer. No hooks or gaffs are permitted.

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Young Missionary Drowns 
In Nicaragua Tragedy

Family and friends of a 
recent Bible institute gradu¬ 
ate are mourning the tragic 
loss of a young man they 
say was determined to serve 
God. 

Nathan Fouts, 22, of Lola 
drowned May 9 in a swim¬ 
ming accident off the coast 
of Nicaragua, where he was 
on a mission trip. 

He is the son of Lola Pen¬ 
tecostal Church Pastor Tim 
Fouts and his wife Michelle. 

Nathan had graduated last 
spring from the Free Gospel 
Bible Institute in Export, Pa., 
where he’d studied to be a 
Pentecostal minister. Over 
the last few months, Fouts 
had been working as a tem¬ 
porary or fill-in minister at 
various churches, including 
Loveless Chapel Church 
near Salem. 

“He had gone on this mis¬ 
sion trip to get a feel for mis¬ 
sions to see if that’s where 
God wanted him to be,” said 
Paja Crider, a member of the 
Lola church where Fouts’ fa¬ 
ther has preached for more 
than 15 years. 

“They came to our church 
when Nathan was 7, so he’s 
grown up with our children,” 
said Crider, of Marion. “He 
helped teach my son Ross 
how to play drums. He was 
everyone’s friend, and we’ll 
miss him terribly.” 

Sharon Belt, who also 
attends Lola Pentecostal 
Church, called it a tragedy of 
unbearable proportions. 

“Our community is 
wounded,” Belt said. “This 
has been really devastating 
to the young people and, re¬ 
ally just everybody.” 

Belt said her grandchil¬ 
dren were very close to 
Fouts and have had trouble 
understanding the tragedy. 

Friends say there is 
still only limited infor¬ 
mation about what hap¬ 
pened. Fouts and some 
other friends who had gone 
on the mission trip had 
taken some time off from 
preaching and working on 
buildings to enjoy a day 
at the beach. According 
to family and friends, a 
group of missionaries had 
gone to Matagalpa on the 


West Coast of the country 
to swim. While there, the 
waters became dangerous. 
Nathan and some others on 
the beach had apparently 
gone out into the ocean to 
help some native surfers 
get back safely to shore. 
That’s when he was caught 
up in the turbulent waters. 

“At first we heard there 
had been a rip tide,” Belt 
said, “but later we heard 
there might have been an 
earthquake about that time.” 

Fouts was still alive when 
his friends got him to shore, 
but his pulse was faint. He 
was taken to a nearby hospi¬ 
tal where he was pronounced 
dead. 

Getting his body back to 
the United States has been 
difficult, too, friends said, 
but they expected for that to 
happen sometime late Tues¬ 
day. 

Crider said this was 
Fouts’ second out-of-country 
mission trip. 

“When we started hear¬ 
ing about what had hap¬ 
pened everyone met at the 
church. We were there for 
hours Thursday night, some 
until around midnight, pray¬ 
ing for the family,” she add¬ 
ed. 

Rev. Fouts and his family 
are dealing with the tragedy 
like any parents would be, 
friends said. It’s a difficult 
time for the church and com¬ 
munity, Belt added. 

Some of the people on 
the mission trip have told 
the parents about Fouts’ fi¬ 
nal sermon. He had preached 
two nights in Nicaragua. 
He had been in the Central 
American country less than 
a week and was supposed to 
have returned home Monday. 

“They know the details 
about his last sermon,” Crid¬ 
er said. “It was ‘Don’t Let 
Down Your Sword.’” 

She said the minister 
who led the mission trip told 
Fouts’ father that Nathan’s 
sermon was his first with a 
language interpreter and he 
had done a very impressive 
job. 

“The family and the 
church family are hurting, 
but know that Nathan’s life 
was for a purpose and that 
God is in control,” Crider 
said.

A large number of Ken¬ 
tucky beef producers have 
spring-calving cow herds 
that graze fescue pastures. 
The biggest concern with 
these pastures is their high 
endophyte levels. High en¬ 
dophyte levels can cause a 
multitude of problems in 
cattle, including reduced re¬ 
production performance. 

“Getting a high percent¬ 
age of cows bred in May, 
June and July to calve in 
March, April and May can be 
a challenge,” said Roy Bur¬ 
ris, beef extension specialist 
for the University of Ken¬ 
tucky College of Agricul¬ 
ture Research and Extension 
Center in Princeton. “I per¬ 
sonally prefer fall calving for 
that reason, but I also believe 
that we can have successful 
breeding performance in the 
spring.” 

Burris believes there are 
some keys to getting a high 
percentage of cows preg¬ 
nant for a spring-calving 
season. 

“The most general prob¬ 
lem, in my opinion, is that 
the winter feeding program 
isn’t adequate to support 
required body condition 
for early rebreeding,” he 
said. 

Cows should enter the 
breeding season in good 
body condition, Body Con¬ 
dition Score 5, which doesn’t 
always result from many 
producers’ winter feeding 
programs. 

“It seems that we some¬ 
times try to ‘rough’ ’em 
through the winter and 
hope that spring grass will 
straighten them out,” he 
said. “That is a sure formula 
for delayed breeding or open 
cows.” 

Burris said spring¬ 
calving cows really need 
to conceive early in the 
breeding season, preferably 
before late June, for best 
results. The UKREC con¬ 
ducted a trial several years 
ago where they separated 
similar cows into three 
breeding periods of 45 days 
each on high-endophyte 


fescue. Cows exposed to 
bulls from June 19 to Aug. 
4 had a pregnancy rate of 
only 59 percent. The aver¬ 
age maximum daily tem¬ 
perature reaches 90 degrees 
Fahrenheit by June 20 at the 
UKREC. The elevated tem¬ 
perature, coupled with the 
endophyte present in most 
fescue pastures, likely con¬ 
tributed to that decreased 
performance. 

“We have also measured 
the alkaloid levels in high- 
endophyte fescue at this 
location,” Burris said. “The 
primary culprit in toxicity 
of high-endophyte pastures 
seems to be ergo valine. 
After our July 10 measure¬ 
ment, the ergovaline levels 
dramatically increased. So 
this toxicity, coupled with 
high temperatures, appears 
to mean that breeding will 
not occur at acceptable rates 
in July, August and Septem¬ 
ber. Therefore, we believe 
cows need to be pregnant 
by the end of June for best 
results.” 

He explained that ergova¬ 
line levels differed greatly by 
pasture and that could make 
it possible to avoid the “hot” 
pastures, those with higher 
endophyte levels, during the 
summer months, especially 
during breeding and heat 
stress. 

There are several other 
keys to a successful breed¬ 
ing season. Obviously, 
fertile bulls are extremely 
important and breeding 
soundness evaluations are 
essential. Producers should 
supply a complete mineral 
supplement on a year-round 
basis. If producers use artifi¬ 
cial insemination, they will 
need to manage the details 
of artificial insemination 
and estrous synchronization 
protocols. 

“In the short run, don’t let 
cows lose body condition as 
the breeding season nears,” 
Burris emphasized. “Lush, 
watery grass might not sup¬ 
port regaining condition after 
calving, peak milk produc¬ 
tion and rapid rebreeding. 
Do whatever it takes to get’ 
em bred and bred early.”

To Your Good Health 


By Paul G. Donohue,

Rapid Stroke Treatment 
Saves Brain Cells 

DEAR DR. DONOHUE: 
While having dinner with 
my father, he suddenly had 
a blank look and stopped 
eating. He couldn’t speak 
clearly. My brothers and I 
got him onto a couch, and 
he stayed there for about 15 
minutes. Finally, someone 
suggested he might be hav¬ 
ing a stroke, and we called 
911. 

In the emergency room, 
the doctor had a CT scan 
done and then gave him a 
clot-busting drug. It worked 
unbelievably. He regained 
his speech and could move. 
Is this common? I thought 
strokes came from bleeding 
in the brain. What’s going 
on? - T.M. 

ANSWER: Strokes come 
in two varieties. The less- 
common kind is bleeding 
from a broken brain artery, 
often one that has an innate 
weakness in its wall. That’s 
an aneurysm. It has an 
explosive onset and produc¬ 
es a “worst headache ever.” 
This is a hemorrhagic stroke, 
accounting for 15 percent of 
strokes. 

The more-common kind 
of stroke is an ischemic 
(is-KEY-mick) stroke, one 
that results from a blockage 
of blood flow through an 
artery serving the brain. It’s 
similar to what happens in 


a heart attack when a heart 
artery is plugged up. Your 
dad had this kind of stroke. 
The CT scan your dad had is 
one way of differentiating a 
hemorrhagic stroke from an 
ischemic one. 

Signs of both kinds of 
stroke are a sudden inabil¬ 
ity to speak, an inability to 
understand the spoken word, 
loss of sensations from parts 
of the body, weakness of a 
leg or arm and vision chang¬ 
es. 

Deprived of blood, brain 
cells and tissues die fairly 
quickly. As in your father’s 
case, clot-dissolving drugs 
can establish circulation to 
the brain area deprived of 
blood. If such treatment is 
given within three to four 
hours from the onset of 
symptoms, people can make 
a complete or near-complete 
recovery of function. 

The booklet on strokes 
provides information on 
this common and often 
tragic malady. Readers can 
obtain a copy by writing: Dr.

DEAR DR. DONOHUE: 
My son is 33. During his 
last visit, he happened to 
mention that he had floaters 
in his eyes, and they drove 


him crazy. He didn’t go into 
detail about this, but I would 
like to know about float¬ 
ers and their implications. I 
never had them. — L.H. 

ANSWER: Floaters are 
dark, small spots that dart 
across a person’s field of 
vision when the person 
moves his eyes. They’re 
deposits of debris in the vit¬ 
reous, a gellike substance 
that fills the entire back 
two-thirds of the eye. Near¬ 
sighted people are prone to 
developing them. I bet your 
son is nearsighted. 

There is no treatment for 
floaters. People learn to deal 
with them. 

A sudden onset of a large 
number of floaters indicates 
that the retina is tearing 
away from its attachment to 
the back of the eye. Detach¬ 
ment of the vitreous can do 
the same. If such an event 
takes place, an immediate 
examination by an ophthal¬ 
mologist is mandatory.

Career!Technical Training 
Will Be Upgraded In State 


Gov. Steve Beshear cer¬ 
emonially signed House Bill 
207 on May 15 that unites 
the state’s two Career and 
Technical Education (CTE) 
systems under the guidance 
of Kentucky’s Department 
of Education. The goal is to 
create a unified, more rel¬ 
evant and efficient system to 
educate and prepare students 
for the world of work in a 
real-life setting. 

“Our students need an 
education system that pro¬ 
vides job-training and learn¬ 
ing opportunities that will 
prepare them with the skills 
today’s businesses require,” 
said. Beshear. “Recognizing 
the valuable role that CTE 
plays is an essential part of 
building a viable, competi¬ 
tive workforce.” 

The legislation, which 
codifies an executive order 
signed by. Beshear in Au¬ 
gust 2012, is part of a larger 
effort to prepare students for 
a wider range of career op¬ 
tions through high-quality 
CTE programs. There is a 
statewide movement to make 
these programs more accessi¬ 
ble earlier, more academical¬ 
ly rigorous and better aligned 
with postsecondary require¬ 
ments and employer needs. 

For example, the Ken¬ 


tucky Board of Education 
has adopted a college and 
career readiness measure 
that includes an academic 
component and a techni¬ 
cal skill component. The 
Kentucky Community and 
Technical College System 
(KCTCS) offers dual credit 
opportunities so that high 
school students can earn col¬ 
lege credit. Kentucky pro¬ 
vides funds from the Carl 
D. Perkins CTE Basic Grant 
to encourage secondary and 
postsecondary institutions 
to develop innovative career 
pathways. 

The legislation also es¬ 
tablishes a CTE Advisory 
Committee that will provide 
guidance in the design and 
implementation of programs 
that give all students the best 
possible opportunity for ca¬ 
reer preparation in a unified 
system. 

The signing ceremony 
was held at Western Ken¬ 
tucky University’s Small 
Business Accelerator in the 
Center for Research and De¬ 
velopment. The Small Busi¬ 
ness Accelerator provides 
clients with business support 
services and community re¬ 
sources to help them survive 
and grow during the start-up 
period.
